‘The duke and the President con- 
ferred for two hours aboard the Tus- 
calocsa after the duke flew from 
Miami in a naval patrol bomber. The 
meeting was held in Miller Anchorage 
off Eleuthera Island in the Bahamas, | 
of which the duke is governor general. 

Mr. Roosevelt pong in a press 
conference after the duke had flown 
back to Miami that the bases at 
Jamaica, St. Lucia and An are 
excellent but the projected at 
Mayaguana Island in the Bahamas is 
not satisfactory because of poor an- 
chorage facilities.

Talk About CCC Camps 
‘The President told newspapermen 
that the Duke intends to visit the 
United States at an unspecified time 
after the first of the year to inspect 
Civilian Conservation Camps, in 
which he is much interested. He 
hopes to establish a similar system in 
the Bahamas. 
Windsor told Mr. Roosevelt that the 
establishment of a United States base 
in the Bahamas has pleased 
government and people and added: 
“We will do the best we can to do 
what the President wants when he 
wants it.”
